The president stood sq uarely 
on the position he took at the 
opening of the 
special session 
when he asked for tariff rates 
beneficial to agriculture and to 
industries which have not been 
prosperous and put into official 
language his known desire for a 
1 percent reduction on individual 
income and corportation tax es. 
Once again he asked th at the 
broad principle 
of the flex ible 
tariff, by which 
the 
ex ecutive 
may order rate changes upon rec­ 
ommendation of the tariff com­ 
mission be retained. The senate 
has voted th at this power should 
lodge with congress. 
The president, in making his 
suggestions to a congress which 
has been widely divided over the 
tariff q uestion, declared th at it 
•would be most helpful if action 
should be taken at an early mo­ 
ment, more especially at a time 
when business and agriculture 
are both cooperating to minimize 
future uncertainties. 
Standing out among his sug­ 
gestions was one th at the major 
prohibition enforcement activi­ 
ties should be transferred from 
the treasury to the justice de­ 
partm ent. At the same time the 
president declared his wish th at 
the District of Columbia, around 
which a furor has been raised 
recenly as a result of charges of 
liq uor drinking in and out 
of 
public life, should be a -model 
city of law enforcement" for the 
nation. He asked th at the neces­ 
sary laws be enacted to make it 
so. 
The annual message, the first 
of its kind submitted by Mr. 
Hoover, set forth the alternative

000,000. He asked, th at congress 
-give earnest consideration to 
the possibilities of prudent action 
which will give relief from our 
continuous amounting ex pendi­ 
tures” for national defense.

touching almost every phase of 
the nation’s domestic and inter­ 
national problems.

ruemoers of tne city council. 


Tne receiving ol the bids was 


scheduled for the regular meet- 
ing of the council tonight, and 
by obtaining an in junction, the 
council will oe compelled to defer 
action pending tne litigation, 
'ifie suit was filed by Gates Ket- 
cnum and John H. Kiplinger, 
attorneys, representing \,nt piain- 
- titts. 


A temporary restrauiing order 


was issued toy Judge TUswortn 
this morning, and Friday was 
fixed as the time for hearing fi- 
jial action a$ to whether the in- 
junction would be continued or 
uissolved. 


The complaint is lengthy and 


reviews the council proceedings 
in the matter, which was start- 
ed last summer when the council 
ordered plans ana specifications 
for the Soorm sewer, witn tlie 
main line of the system extend- 
ing south from fourth 
street 


down Julian street, to the river. 


The plaintiffs, in their injunc- 


tion suit, make various and num- 
erous charges, attacking ihet le- 
gality of tne proceedings, and 
alleging that tne records of such 
action were not attested or 
signed within ten days by the 
mayor and clerk.
